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CHAPTER I. 
THE GUNMAKER AND THRE MONK. 

The time at which we open our 
story is midwinter and toward the 
close of the seventeenth century. 
Russia had passed through the long 
and bitter ordeal of national night.

| when some Nebraskans came in here 
With lambs and quietly bought all the 
Wheat in sight, compelling the millers 
| to import grain to keep their mills ga- 
|ing, The wheat is cracked for use and 
\is said to be an excellent substitute 
for the corn, but if even it cannot be 
| obtained the buying of lambs must per- 
| force cease. It would seem as if those 
who raised speltz are in luck, The ex- 
perience of those who have tried it in- 
dicates that it is about, if net quite, as 
wood as corn, and yields of sixty bush- 
els per acre are not uncommon.”

BREEDING GEESE. 


Some Points on Feeding and Sitting 
and the Care of Goslings, 

In answer to queries received by the 
American Poultry Journal and referred 
to Mrs. B. F. Hislop that lady writes: 

We have never raised geese by con- 
fining the-flock to a certain amount of 
ground and can hardly say how many 
birds could be accommodated on two 
and a half to four acres the entire sea- 
son through, but if the land is kept 
producing all the grass or other green 
forage it will there could be quite a 
flock kept in this space, but there is 
one thing sure—to get the best returns 
from geese they should at all times 
have an abundance of green food dur- 
ing the warm season or while the stock 
is breeding and the young stock grow- 
ing. Old geese can rough it and can 
stand very short rations in the winter 
and we really believe that they are bet 
ter breeders on account of it, although 
we give our birds quite good care since 
Wwe became interested in the fancy. 
Were we to start, as your correspond- 
ent proposes, we should start with 
about two pens, not more than three, 
I say “pens’’ because one has better 
success all around by mating one male 
with from two to four females before 
the mating season commences, 

After all the eggs are set the first 
two clutches are all a big breeder can 
afford to set, as late ones require too 
inuch care. The old birds can then be 
run in one flock, saving room and trou- 
ble. The number of goslings raised 
from one goose is affected so much by 
conditions that we can hardly give any 
certain number as a rule, If there is 
an average of twelve, we should con- 
sider it excellent. The most we have 
ever raised was seventeen. We had 
five others that we let die by not 
knowing how to care for the late 
hatched ones, but we only had one fe- 
male mated to the male. This was not 
because we think single mating is the 
best, but because there is always bet- 
ter success with a small flock. This is 
true of ull domestic fowls. We would 
sow clover, as it is hardy and produces 
abundantly, but mixed with other 
grasses we find that blue grass as a 
body makes the best pasture. Water 
grass und wild rice will no doubt be 
fine for the pool. 

The goslings, unless the weather is 
wart, should be permitted to swim ip 
the pool, They may be kept withir 
bounds by a fence of wire netting one 
and a half to two feet high, or a twelve 
inch board will pen them till they 
are big. We do not approve of keep 
ing them in close quarters after they 
nre ten days or two weeks old, Exer 
cise is good for them as well as other 
fowls, although they can be reared 
with very little. In such cases, how- 
ever, the vigor is not all that it should 
be. The goslings may be driven or coax- 
ed anywhere and are so easily handled 
that in case of a rainstorm they can 
he driven to shelter and will most 
likely seek it themselves If taught to 
do so. Unfeathered goslings cannot 
stand much rain. Do not feed grain 
tif} the young are three days old, but 
see that they are well supplied with 
crecn food, drinking water and grit. 
During this period we feed them corn 
bread or mash, 

We have never set goose eggs In an 
incubator, but would give a chicken 
hen six or seven goose eggs that would 
ordinarily cover fifteen hen eggs. In 
starting, a breeder is supposed to start 
with good, vigorous birds. Females 
should be two years old if be wishes 
to raise quite a number of goslings from 
each goose. The birds should be given 
care, range, water, grit and a little 
grain during the breeding season. The 
females should not be permitted to sit 
on the first clutch of eggs. The goose 
is a goed sitter and a good mother, but 
we prefer vo rear the young with the 
domestic hen. We presume that a 
brooder would be just as satisfactory, 
if properly managed and cleaned, but 
cleaning it would be quite a chore, 
Besides, they only require a mother for 
a short period. Generous feeding after 
the young once get thoroughly started 
is the making of a goose. 


Miss Blake's Turkeys,

chicken grapes in the fall for the pur- 
pose of making a palatable and stimu- 
lating decoction by pouring over the 
grapes the proper quantity of whisky 
and allowing the mixture to stand for 
the necessary time.

SIMPLE WAY OF GRAFTING, 


A Down East Method Which Is Very 
Clearly Described. 

In grafting a seedling ,one or 
two years old the graft is put 
on just above the ground and but 
one cutting is used. To graft a 
tree to change the fruit is another 
matter and instead of cutting the 
tree off below the limbs three or four 
of the lower limbs are cut off eight 
or ten inches from the trunk 
or the main branch and two cut- 
tings or grafts are placed in each 
limb. Should the operation prove 
successful the following year all 
the branches above the grafts 
may be removed with little danger 
of losing the tree. <A tree of 
most any age may be grafted in

Handling Manure in Cold Weather, 


An article on the handling of man- 
ure in a recent number of this paper 
interested me greatly. I have ob- 
tuined the best results by hauling 
out manure and making in piles in 
the fall, when other work is not 
crowding. I clean out my stables 
thoroughly, adding all the loose 
chaff and straw of the threshing 
yard. It is not at all necessary that 
the straw be rolled when put out. 
I put five loads in a pile. With a 
road scraper I go over my  barn- 
yard and with the scrapings cover 
the piles to a depth of about six 
inches, leaving them flat on top that 


through the winter the water may 
souk in and rot the manure, 
Aiter plowing in the spring I run 


the harrow over to level the ground, 
then spread the manure and dirt 
from the piles. It gets well mixed 
in the handling. I spread as evenly 
us possible, then go over with a cul- 
tivator and follow this with a har- 
row. This leaves the ground in as 
fine condition as can be desired, This 
past season on land prepared this 
way I raised three acres of as fine 
tobacco as I have ever grown, The 
land was in corn the year before 
and was not very good land at that. 
I grew my tobacco one season by 
putting my manure in the hill. It 
did well, but the year following when 
sown to grain, the latter grew in 
bunches and was not satisfactory, 
simply becauso the fertilizer was not 
evenly spread, This trouble is obvia- 
ted by the method described.—Amer- 
{can Agriculturist,
